POLICE and Crime 
Commissioner Mar- 
tyn Underhill and 
Poole Harbour Watch 
supported the launch 
of a new South West 
Portwatch scheme, 
which took place at 
the Dorset Police Ma¬ 
rine Unit in Poole this 
week. 

The scheme has been 
rolled out across the 
strategic alliance, aim¬ 
ing to tackle the spe¬ 
cific and unique 
challenges faced by 
marine communities. 
The scheme consists of 
a secure website and a 
phone application 
which sends push no¬ 
tifications out to mem¬ 
bers. 

Inspector Derek 
McKerl of the Alliance 
Operations Depart¬ 
ment said: “Portwatch 
is a two-way regional 
messaging system that 
allows the police, part¬ 
ners and marine com¬ 
munities to share 
intelligence and man¬ 
age threat, risk and 
harm more efficiently. 
The scheme allows 
members to report ma¬ 
rine or ports related 
crime directly to those 


working in this spe¬ 
cialised area, reducing 
demand on control 
rooms. 

“Via a mobile app, of¬ 
ficers are able to share 
information across the 
three counties without 
the need to return to 
the station. This en¬ 
sures we are able to 
act on any suspicious 
activity quickly to 
keep our communities 
safe. I encourage local 
businesses operating 
in and out of the ma¬ 
rine environment to 
signup.” 

As part of the drive 
to increase the num¬ 
ber of businesses in¬ 
volved in the scheme, 
a number of licenses 
have been made avail¬ 
able, which provide 
for two years of free 
membership. The 
tools and resources 
available on the online 
platform allow for an¬ 
nouncements to be 
sent direct to mem¬ 
bers’ mobile phones or 
inboxes. It also has the 
capability to create 
chat rooms. 

PCC Martyn Under¬ 
hill said: “Since I 
began campaigning on 


the issue of port secu¬ 
rity back in 2015, 
things are beginning 
to move in the right di¬ 
rection with more 
freight searches tak¬ 
ing place locally and a 
closer working rela¬ 
tionship between 
Dorset Police and Bor¬ 


der Force, but we can¬ 
not be complacent. 

“Dorset has an ex¬ 
pansive coastline of 
over 85 miles to police, 
so in addition to a 
strong first line of de¬ 
fence through Border 
Force and Special 
Branch officers, we 


need strong links to re¬ 
gional community in¬ 
telligence. Portwatch 
is a really innovative 
way of sharing infor¬ 
mation quickly on one 
database, which we 
haven’t had before.”

The group, which is campaigning 
against the development in Bridport, 
have welcomed a Supreme Court decision 
to refuse permission to developers to 
build more than 500 homes on an AONB

They report that following a case 
brought forward by the Kent branch of 
the Campaign to Protect Rural England 
(CPRE), the permission granted by Dover 
District Council was overturned. 

A spokesperson for Advearse said: 


“There are many similarities in this case 
to the proposed development at Vearse 
Farm. 

“We continue to argue that there is no 
justification for such a large development 
so close to the wonderful Jurassic Coast.” 

Members of Advearse are in contact 
with other parties who are studying the 
Supreme Court judgement to identify its 
wider implications. 


The spokesperson added: “This has cer¬ 
tainly given a great boost to our campaign 
against Vearse Farm. 

“Details of the latest steps in our website, 
through which we may also be contacted. 

“The Kent decision should give hope to 
those many local people who, since the 
granting of outline planning permission 
by West Dorset District Council, have 
asked how the decision can be chal¬ 
lenged.”

Funding secured to run no 6 bus 
between Christmas and New Year 


MEMBERS of the West Dorset Western Area Tran¬ 
sport Action Group (WATAG) have announced 
that funding for the No 6 bus has been secured, 
thanks to a local person, and the service will run 
between Bridport and Beaminster from Decem¬ 
ber 27th to 29th after all. 

The service, operated by First Bus, will run with 
some changes to the usual timetable and will not 
operate north of Beaminster. 

On some journeys, Yeovil can be accessed 
from Bridport by changing at Beaminster for the 
Dorset County Council (DCC) run No 40; both 
operators will try to ensure that connections are 
maintained between the 6 and 40 at Beaminster 
Square. 

A spokesperson for WATAG said: "When WATAG 
became aware that First Wessex intended to run 
a Saturday only service on December 27th to 
29th, meaning no service on the 6 route, WATAG 
asked First to reconsider. 

"They refused to do so even after we pointed 


out that DCC were operating their normal ser¬ 
vice 40. 

"First were then asked if they would run the ser¬ 
vice if their costs were covered, and what those 
costs would be. 

"They were willing to work on this basis and, 
with the figures, WATAG was successful in ob¬ 
taining funding from a local individual." 

Philip Sankey, chairman of WATAG, said: "We 
have responded to the voices of the local com¬ 
munity by working to get this service in place. 
Now it is there, it is important that it is used. 

"If we can achieve good numbers on the ser¬ 
vice, it will strengthen the case for a sensible and 
long term solution for this important and strate¬ 
gic inter-urban route, including the reinstate¬ 
ment of a Saturday service." 

The No 6 timetable can be found at www.first 
group.com/node/141861 and the No 40 will run 
as normal.

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Artist joins team to create 
West Bay improvements

INTERNATIONAL artist 
Michael Pinksy will be help¬ 
ing to shape improvements 
worth nearly £2million at 
West Bay and injecting his art 
into the area. 

Pinksy grabbed media atten¬ 
tion earlier this year for his 
Hull City of Culture piece, 
‘The City Speaks’. 

The installation included a 
giant screen fitted to a tidal 
barrier, which enabled people 
to have their words projected 
across the city. 

The West Bay projects cover 
a ‘welcome hub’ by Harbour 
Green where motorcyclists 
meet and residents enjoy the 
view; the construction of a 
boardwalk and possibly a 
viewing platform on East 
Beach, plus enhancements to 
the West Beach promenade; 
and the creation of a cycle 
path between West Bay and 
Bridport. 

Mr Pinksy said: “I am really 
looking forward to working in 
West Bay. 

“It is a striking village with 
magnificent views, however, 
much of the place is frag¬ 
mented and otherwise attrac¬ 
tive buildings sit amongst a 
sea of cars. 

“I am hoping that the work 
that I am involved in over the 
next year will help create a 
more cohesive place, which 


will allow people to walk eas¬ 
ily and safely through the vil¬ 
lage.” 

Mr Pinksy is part of a cross- 
disciplinary team of engi¬ 
neers, planners and 
consultants. 

These projects are part of the 
wider Dorset Coastal Connec¬ 
tions portfolio of 18 projects 
funded by the Coastal Com¬ 
munity Fund and coordinator 
by the Dorset Coast Forum, 
who are working collabora- 


tively with the Arts Develop¬ 
ment Company and the indi¬ 
vidual project teams. 

Cleo Evans, art and environ¬ 
ment lead at the Arts Develop¬ 
ment Company, said: “It is 
fantastic to have an artist of 
this calibre working on West 
Bay. 

“His work is internationally 
renowned and exceptionally 
high quality.” 

Work will start in the new 
year.

Adam said: “While running around town in a 
slow gear, it is running on battery, then when 
I hit the motorway or bypass, the engine kicks 
in and charges up the battery and by the time I 
hit town again, it is in battery mode. 

“I was sat on the taxi rank one day and there 
was a line of diesels and you just can’t breathe, 
and it’s the same when you are in traffic. 

“So I thought, ‘no’, if I start up my own firm, 
I want to go eco-friendly to protect the town. It 
is a beautiful town to live in, just make it better.” 


The firm will cover the Bridport area, includ¬ 
ing Beaminster, Drimpton, Lyme Regis and, as 
well as local trips, can provide airport and port 
runs. 

They hope that within six months they can 
get another hybrid car. 

Bridport mayor, Cllr Anne Rickard, said: “I 
am really, really pleased to welcome an eco- 
friendly taxi service in Bridport, the first one 
to be here. 

“I hope you do really well and hope you are 
able to buy a fleet of them. 

“A lot of people here are very keen to look 
after the town and the environment.”

Withdrawing 
opposition to 
reorganisation 

PURBECK District Council 
will withdraw its opposition 
to the reorganisation of coun¬ 
cils in Dorset. 

On Tuesday, December 12th, 
the district council agreed to 
write to the Secretary of State 
to inform him of its decision. 

Previously, in January 2017, 
the council voted to not sup¬ 
port submission to the Secre¬ 
tary of State of a case to 
change local government in 
Dorset. 

Six other Dorset councils 
supported the submission and 
asked the Rt Hon Sajid Javid 
MP, Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local Gov¬ 
ernment, to implement a reor¬ 
ganisation by the formation of 
two unitary councils. In 
November 2017, the Secretary 
of State announced he was 
minded to implement the pro¬ 
posed reorganisation. 

At their December meeting, 
councillors raised a number 
of concerns. After much de¬ 
bate, 19 members agreed with 
the recommendation to with¬ 
draw opposition and five 
voted against. There was one 
abstention. 

Although the council had 
previously not supported the 
proposal, it recently became a 
member of a Dorset Area joint 
committee comprising Dorset 
councils. This has enabled it 
to participate in discussions 
about working together on the 
delivery of services.

Buying the Perfect Christmas gift 



- What happens if it is not perfect? 


I T’S that time of year again! 
Buying the perfect Christmas 
gift for friends and family 
seems to be at the top of most 
people’s to-do list! 

But what happens if the gift is 
not perfect? Or you find a gift that 
is even more perfect? What can 
you do then? 

Buying items online is becom¬ 
ing more popular. But do you 
know your rights about buying 
items online? For example, did 
you know that you are able to re¬ 
turn an item within 14 days of de¬ 
livery without explanation? Once 
your item is returned the retailer 
must provide you with a refund 
within 14 days of receiving the re¬ 
turned item. You are also entitled 
for the basic cost of postage on 
the returned item, although it may 
be worth covering the difference 
with receipted delivery so you 
have proof of postage. 

Unfortunately, this is not the 
case for items that have been 


bought in store and different 
shops have different return poli¬ 
cies, which should be on the 
back of your receipt. Likewise, 
some items, including perishable 
or personalised items cannot be 
returned. 

But what happens when you 
find that the gift that you bought 
is broken, or not what you had 
hoped it would be? You have the 
right to return an item that is not 
of satisfactory quality, not fit for 
purpose or not as described. If 
this is the case then you can re¬ 
turn the item but you have to act 
fast, this only applies within the 
first 30 days since purchase (or 
delivery if you have bought it on¬ 
line). After this deadline, you have 
until 6 months since you bought 
the item for the retailer to attempt 
to repair or replace the item, if the 
problem still isn’t fixed you are 
entitled to a full refund. 

You can still get a repair or re¬ 
placement on an item after 6 
months, however, after this point 


the retailer is not obliged to pro¬ 
vide you with a full refund if the 
item cannot be repaired or re¬ 
placed. Plus after 6 months, you 
have to prove that fault was there 
when you purchased the gift. 

You should also be aware that 
if you return an item that is faulty 
you are entitled to your refund in 
sterling as opposed to a gift 
voucher or credit note. You can 
also ask for a refund in sterling if 
you return an unwanted item, but 
there is no obligation for the re¬ 
tailer to do so if there is no fault 
with the item. 

We hope that this has helped 
you with any present problems 
you may have over the Christmas 
period.

Funds to restore Radipole Gardens 



A PLAN to restore Radipole 
Park and Gardens has re¬ 
ceived a major boost after se¬ 
curing initial National Lottery 
support from the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund (HLF) and Big Lot¬ 
tery Fund. 

An application for first 
round funding has been ap¬ 
proved. The application for a 
development grant was made 
by the Friends of Radipole 
Park and Gardens and Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland Borough 
Council. 

The £78,000 development 
grant means a masterplan to 
improve the park and gardens 
can now be drawn-up. 

This plan is likely to include 
a new cafe, toilets, a bog gar¬ 
den, pond, wildlife area, a 
water feature in the children’s 
play area and a drainage sys¬ 
tem to tackle flooding in the 
playing fields. It will also 
cover improving the path net¬ 
work, upgrading the car park 
surfacing, fencing the tennis 
courts and improving the 
multi-use games area and bas¬ 
ketball courts. 

Cllr Kate Wheller, Commu¬ 
nity Facilities Briefholder at 
Weymouth & Portland Bor¬ 
ough Council, said: “This is 
great news. I am delighted that 
we have taken the first step to 
making sure future genera¬ 


tions can continue to enjoy 
Radipole. 

“The park and gardens are at 
the heart of Weymouth and 
people have enjoyed them for 
nearly a hundred years. How¬ 
ever, without further invest¬ 
ment they could easily fall into 
disrepair and their future 
could be jeopardised. 

“It’s particularly encourag¬ 
ing that this bid is a joint effort 
between the Friends of 
Radipole Park and Gardens 
and the borough council, as it 
reinforces how successful we 
can be when we work to¬ 
gether. I fully support the pro¬ 
ject and sincerely hope it 
achieves a full National Lot¬ 
tery grant.” 

Once the masterplan to im¬ 
prove Radipole has been 
drawn-up, it will be submitted, 
along with a conservation, bio¬ 
diversity and management 
plan, to the HLF and Big Lot¬ 
tery Fund for the second 
round funding application. It 
is expected that this will be as¬ 
sessed in December 2019. If it 
succeeds then the work could 
begin in 2020. 

Mike Goulden, chairman of 
the Friends of Radipole Park 
and Gardens said: “This is fan¬ 
tastic news. Our ultimate aim 
is to save Radipole Park and 
Gardens from premature de¬ 


struction caused by storm dam¬ 
age in 2012 and 2014. 

“Alongside the heritage 
restoration works there will be a 
programme of community en¬ 
gagement to rediscover and doc¬ 
ument the ‘hidden heritage’ of 
the park and gardens. The pro¬ 
ject will reconnect local people 
with their park, explore and cel¬ 
ebrate the park’s hidden her¬ 
itage and help to create a new 
enthusiasm for becoming in¬ 
volved in its future develop¬ 
ment. 


“We still have a way to go to 
achieve full funding but, for the 
time being, we will revel in the 
success of the development 
grant and, with good support 
from our Heritage Lottery Fund 
Grants Officer, we will hopefully 
be able to enjoy the park and 
gardens for generations to 
come.”

Cllr Gill Taylor, Weymouth 
and Portland Borough Coun¬ 
cil's briefholder for housing, 
said: "Housing is much needed 
across the borough. 

"As part of our recently 
launched Opening Doors cam¬ 


paign for more housing, we are 
keen to see development of 
more quality homes of a mix of 
tenures. 

"This may be through SME 
builders on smaller and brown¬ 
field sites or on larger plots 
with higher numbers of units 
by developers or housing asso¬ 
ciations. 

"There are also opportunities 
for communities to become in¬ 
volved in Community Land 
Trusts which are sites where 
they have a say over the devel¬ 
opment on a site." 

Cllr Ray Nowak, Weymouth 
and Portland Borough Coun¬ 
cil's briefholder for planning, 
said: "Quality housing of a 
mixed tenure is vital for the fu¬ 
ture prosperity of our towns 


and villages. 

"We are committed to work¬ 
ing with communities and part¬ 
ners as well as builders and 
landowners considering devel¬ 
opment to meet housing need." 

Opening Doors aims to en¬ 


courage greater housebuilding 
- with 20,000 homes by 2033 - in 
the area covered by Weymouth 
& Portland Borough Council, 
West Dorset District Council 
and North Dorset District 
Council.

WHITE CHOCOLATE CAKE

INGREDIENTS 

Sparkling Cranberries 

• 150g fresh cranberries 

• 310g sugar, divided 
•240ml water 

Cranberry Cake 

• 433g all purpose flour 

• 414g sugar 

• 2 1/2 tsp baking powder 

• 340g salted butter, room temperature 

• 3 eggs 

• 2 tbsp vanilla extract 

• 240ml sour cream 

• 240ml milk 

• 200g fresh cranberries 

White Chocolate Icing 

• 12 oz white chocolate chips 

• 180ml heavy whipping cream 
168g butter, room temperature 
920-1035g powdered sugar 

INSTRUCTIONS 

Sparkling Cranberries 

1. Bring 1 cup sugar and water to a simmer 
in a saucepan. Simmer until sugar is 
completely dissolved. 

2. Pour simple syrup into a heatproof bowl 
and allow to cool for about 10 minutes. 

3. Add cranberries and stir to coat. 

4. Refrigerate cranberries in syrup 
overnight, stirred a couple times to coat 
with syrup. 

5. Remove cranberries from syrup and roll 
in remaining 1/2 cup of sugar. You'll need 
to roll them a few times to get a couple 
layers of sugar on them. 

6. Set cranberries aside to dry for a hour or 
so. 


Cranberry Cake 

1. Preheat oven to 350 degrees. Prepare 
three 8 inch cake pans with baking spray 
and parchment paper in the bottom of the 
pans. 

2. Whisk together flour, sugar and baking 
powder in a large mixing bowl. 

3. Add butter, eggs, vanilla extract, sour 
cream and milk and mix on medium speed 
just until smooth. Do not over mix. 

4. Gently stir in cranberries. 

5. Spread batter evenly between the three 
cake pan. 

6. Bake 35-40 minutes, until a toothpick 
inserted comes out with a few crumbs. 

7. Allow to cool for about 10 minutes, then 
remove to cooling rack to finish cooling. 

White Chocolate Icing 

1. Place white chocolate chips in a metal 
bowl. 

2. Microwave heavy cream until it starts to 
boil. Remove from microwave and pour 
over chocolate chips. 

3. Cover bowl with saran wrap for 5-7 
minutes. 

4. Whisk chocolate and cream until 
smooth. 

5. Allow ganache to sit until mostly cool. It 
should be thick. 

6. Beat the ganache with a mixer for about 
2-3 minutes, until smooth and fluffy. 

7. Add butter and beat until it is fully 
combined. 

8. Slowly add powdered sugar and beat 
until it is fluffy and the right consistency. 
Add more cream if needed. 

To put the cake together: 

1. Remove cake domes from cakes with a 


large serrated knife. 

2. Place first layer of cake on cake plate. 
Spread about icing on top in an even layer. 

3. Add second layer of cake and add more 
icing on top in an even layer. 

4. Add final layer of cake on top and ice the 
outside of the cake. 

5. Top the cake with sparkling cranberries 
and add some around the edge, if desired. 

NOTE: Most cakes are best if they are 
allowed to settle for at least 12-24 hours 
after icing. It allows to flavors to settle. This 
cake will stay moist for several days after 
being iced.

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CRANBERRY AND BRIE 
PUFF PASTRY WREATH

INGREDIENTS 

• 1 sheet puff pastry thawed 

• 2-3 tablespoons cranberry sauce 

• 200g Brie cheese sliced 

• 2 tbsp pistachio nuts roughly chopped 

• 1 egg beaten 


INSTRUCTIONS 

1. Pre-heat the oven to 200°C and line a 
baking sheet with parchment paper. 

2. Roll the pastry out to around 5mm 
thick and cut a large circle out of the 
pastry. 

3. Lay the pastry on the prepared baking 
sheet. 

4. Mark a circle with a medium-sized 
bowl and with a sharp knife, cut 4 cuts 
into the center circle. 

5. Spread the cranberry sauce around 


the center "star" then top with the Brie 
and pistachios. 

6. Bring one point of the center star over 
the filling as well as bringing the outer 
edge of pastry inwards. Press the two 
together and continue until you have a 
wreath. 

7. Brush with beaten egg then place in 
the oven and allow to bake for 15 minutes 
until golden brown and cooked through. 

8. Remove from the oven, allow to rest 
for 5 minutes then slice and serve.

INGREDIENTS 

• 2 litres cranberry juice 

• 700ml pomegranate juice 

• 500ml clementine juice (use orange 
juice if you can't find clementine juice) 

• Juice of 2 limes 

• 3 limes, sliced 

• 3 clementines, sliced 

• lOOg fresh or frozen cranberries 

• Seeds from 1 pomegranate 

• Ice 

• 1 bottle of prosecco 

• 300ml vodka 

• Small bunch of mint leaves 

INSTRUCTIONS 

1. Pour the cranberry juice, pomegranate 
juice, clementine juice and juice of 2 
limes into a large punch bowl and stir. 
Add the lime slices, clementine slices, 
cranberries and pomegranate seeds. If 
you're making the punch ahead, you can 
cover and place the punch in the fridge 
at this point for 2-3 hours. 

2. When ready to serve, add ice to the 
punch, then pour in the prosecco and 
vodka. Stir and sprinkle on fresh mint 
leaves.

RENAULT today announced UK pricing 
for the new direct injection turbocharged 
petrol engine that will first launch in the 
Scenic and Grand Scenic line-up. The new 
Energy TCe engine will be progressively 
offered in other Renault models from 2018. 
Pricing for the new engine in the Scenic 
line-up starts from £22,005 on-the-road. 
Orders for the new Scenic and Grand 
Scenic with Energy TCe 115 and TCe 140 
outputs open 1st January 2018 with first 
customer deliveries expected during 
February 2018. 

This new engine offers a significant im¬ 
provement in driving pleasure, with in¬ 
creased torque at low revs and greater and 
constant availability at high revs, while re¬ 
ducing fuel consumption and CO 2 emissions. 

The new 1.3-litre petrol engine, coupled 
with manual and EDC dual-clutch auto¬ 
matic transmissions, incorporates several 
recent Alliance-developed innovations, in¬ 
cluding Bore Spray Coating which im¬ 
proves efficiency by reducing friction and 
optimising heat transfer. Other technolo¬ 
gies enhance driving enjoyment and re¬ 
duce fuel consumption and CO 2 
emissions: the pressure of the direct fuel 
injection has been raised to 250 bar and a 
specific combustion chamber design opti¬ 
mises the fuel/air mix. In addition, ‘Dual 
Variable Timing Camshaft’ technology 
controls the intake and exhaust valves ac¬ 
cording to engine loads. The result is in¬ 
creased torque at low revs with more 
available linearly at high revs, for a signif¬

The Energy TCe 140 engine has a CO 2 
output of 122g/km (125g/km for Grand 
Scenic) and achieves 52.3mpg (NEDC 
combined cycle) (51.4mpg for Grand 
Scenic). The TCe 140 engine receives 
240Nm of torque at 1,600 rpm. Meanwhile, 
the Energy TCe 115 - available in manual 
transmission only - has 220Nm of torque 
at 1,500 rpm with CO 2 emissions of 
122g/km (125g/km for Grand Scenic) and 
achieves 52.3mpg (NEDC combined) 
(50.4mpgfor Grand Scenic). These figures 
result in a reduction in CO 2 by 7 grams on 


Scenic and 11 grams on Grand Scenic 
compared to the previous petrol units. 

The Scenic and Grand Scenic are the 
first Renault models to benefit from this 
new petrol engine produced at the Re¬ 
nault factory in Valladolid, Spain. The 
Scenic range is also available in three 
diesel power outputs - dCi 110 (from 
£22,565 OTR), dCi 130 (from £23,605 OTR) 
and dCi 160 (from £29,305 OTR). The dCi 
110 engine is also available as a Hybrid 
Assist version with a lOkW electric motor 
powered by a 48-volt 150Wh battery (from

With the next game at home to 
Swanage on January 13th Brid¬ 
port will hope to regain the mo¬ 
mentum and spirit they showed 
last week against Salisbury and 
also concentrate on beating the 
three sides they have already 
beaten at home in the respective 
away fixtures. 

If they can achieve this and con¬ 
tinue their solid home perfor¬ 
mances against Swanage and 
New Milton then they can survive 
in this league. 

"The morale amongst the team 
is good and the Christmas break 
will give them time to recover 
and be ready for the second half 
of the season against Swanage," 
said Briggs.
